TWO FEARFUL SCOURGES. 


A CHOLERA PANIC AT PALERMO—EING HUM- 
BERT’S SYMPATHY—SMALL-POX AT MONT- 
REAL AND NEW YORK. 

Lonpox, Sept. 21.—[Via Mackay-Bennett 
cabie to The Tribune.}—It is evident that only 
King Humbert’s visit to Palermo will cneck 
the feartul panic existing there. Thirty thou- 
sand persons have fied the city; all the shops 
are ciosed, and the streets are almost deserted. 
There isa great scarcity of food and water, 
and the epidemic is increasmg with frightful ra- 
pidity. The sanitary officials are attacked by 
the people every time they try to disinfect the 
bouses where the disease exists, and meet with 
great difficulty in carrying on their work. The 
King bas sent a dispatch to Palermo expressing 
great sympathy for the suffering people. His 
Majesty has also sent $10,000 to be distributed 
among them. He places his Villa Favorita at 


the disposal of the sufferers, and exhorts the 


people to show their courage and caimness 
during the trying ordeal through which they 
are now passing. 

The cholera is spreading in Sicily, and the 
situation is becoming serious. Every town is 
cordoned. Conflicts between the populace and 
the military are continually occurring, and 
many persons have been wounded. A large 
military force is to be dispatched to the island 
to restore order.

WHAT DR. CARROLL OF WACO HAD TO SAY

Sept. 21.—[Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. ]— The report comes 
from Pbilippopolis that Prince Alexander of 
Buigaria was expected to arrive there today, 
and that preparations bad been made to receive 
him in the most enthusiastic ner. The 
news also comes that in bh s journey from Sofia 
to the Roumellau Capital he was given the 
hea:t.est kind of a welcome from his fellow- 
Slavs. 

It is also reported that the agents of all the 
Great Powers signatory to the nine of Be lin 
have sent dispatches to their respeetive Gov- 
eruments approving of the movement of Fri- 
day last. It was rumored at the .vérieus Con- 
sulates in Philippopolis that the various Am- 


bassadors at Constantinopie have succeeded in

DR. WASHBURN'S VIEWS. 

This morning’s News has so pertinent an in- 
terview with Dr. Washburn, the Principal of 
the American institution on the Bosphorus 
known as Robert Col.ege, who has just re- 
turned from a two months’ v.sit-te-Bulgyria, 
tnat I send its substance. S bundred of the 
students who have studied at the college were 
Bulgarians, and they now take a large sbare 
in the Government of Bulgara. This inter- 
view occurred two days before the rising, and 
was in transit when the rising occurred, 

Correspondent—W hat was the origin of the 
movement upon Macedonia last spring? 

Dr. Wasbburn—That is a difficult question to 
answer. It is the general impression that it 
was favored by Austria. It was not encour- 
aged by che Bulgarian Goverament and was 
regarded by all the leading men as a misfor- 
tune. The Government acted vigorousiy in 
concert with Turkey and put it down. It was 
not the policy of Buigaria to force the so- 
lution of the Berlin treaty. If this coula 
be carried out and Macedonia was leit 
under the rule of the Sultan, the 
question would in due time settle itself. As it 
menace to 
the peace of Europe, a8 0 
tria, has any possible interest in fomenting 
such troubles as those of this year. Sbe is 
certain to get the credit of them, whether they 
are due to ber or not. There are always blehty 
of hot-beaded Macedonians in Buigaria and 
Eastern Roumelia ready toimprove any occa- 
sion to make troubie. | 

Correspondent—Is there any agitation at 
present for the union ot Eastern Roumelia and 
Buigaria? 

Dr. Washburn—I heard more of this than 
anything else, and more in Eastern KRoumeliia 
than in Bulgaria. I think it well be difficult for 
the Government to restrain the people from at- 
tempting some violent solution of the question. 
The agitation is not simpiy due to national 
feeling. It is notin any sense hostile to Tur- 
key. I found everywhere the feeling that 
it was for the interest ot Bulgaria 
to cultivate friendly relations with the Suitan 
now that this province had gaincd its indepond- 
ence. Tuis question of union is constantly 
forced upon the people by their material inter- 
ests. The burden of supporting two Govera- 
ments is more than they can carry, 
and the industries of the two pro- 
indes have been injured and, in some 
cases, almost destroyed by the establishment 
of custom-bouses along the artificial line which 
divides them. The Porte will not allow free 
trade between the provinces. If the present 
state of things continues it will eventually 
make troubie for Europe, and the situation 
will soon be intoierabie. : 

RUSSIAN INFLUENCE. 

Correspondent—Is Russian influence as strong 
as ever in Buigaria? 

Dr. Wasbburo—lIn regard to this I can only 
give you my impressions. The Bulgariaus 
are a warm-hearted, grateful peopie. They 
do not easily torget the favors which 
they have received. They feel they 
owe their liberty to Russia and are thoroughly 
grateful for it. So long as they feel thus, Rus- 


) sian influence there will be supreme, and no 


one has any r ght to complain ot this. lf Rus- 
sia acts wisely she can always depend upon 
Bulgaria as a faithful ally; but if it is a ques- 
tion of destroying the liberty and independence 
of Bulgaria in the interest of Rhs- 
sia she will not bave a friend 
elt in the country. The Buigarians would 
ally themselves with Austria against Russia 
to save their independence. I know nothing

7 THE EFFECT ON THE MARKETS. 

In London there was a heavy fall today in 
international securities, caused by the events 
of the last few days in Eastern Roumelia. Tue 
average fall in Turkish shares was from 2 to 5 
per cent, in French 8 per cent, rentes 1 per 
cent, and in Russians 1 per cent. The market 
at the London Stock Exchange c osea dull, 
with as ight recovery from the lowest point 
of the-day. American securities were steady. 

Reports from the various continentai bourses 
show that a panicky feeling prevailed in finan- 
cial circles during the greater part of the day, 
but towards the finish of i business 
the quotatiuns at the several bourses 
rallied somewhat from the lowest prices of the 
day. The closing prices, Lowever, show heavy 
declines as compared with Saturday's closing 
figures. Various rumors were set afloat by 
Paris stock-jobvers in order to keep up the ex- 
citement, including one to the effect that Tur- 
key was mobi zing ber army preparatory to 
reagserting her claims in Eastern Roumelia. 
Thg petite bourse of Paris was agitated over 
reports that an insurrection is imminent in 
Macedonia in favor of a union with Bulgaria, 
and that an advance by Ausiria upon Salonica, 
in connection with a Russian occupation of 
the Bosphorus, is probabie. 

CAUSE AND EFFECT. 

The English Liberals hail the events in Rou- 
melia as ikely to embarrass the Marguis of 
Salisbury and contribute to thelr succession 
the coming election. 

Although by the treaty of Berlin Eastern 
Rouniclia was made autonomous in 1878, it 
was left under the direct control, mil tary and 
political, of the Sultan, and nearly a million of 
dodlars a year was paid him as tribute. 

French diplomats hope that the outbreak in 
Roumelia wili reunite England and France.

The special committee of the Consthutional 

Convention, to wh ch was referred the ciause 

proposed to be added to the Of rights, 

regarding the right of the people to alter, re- 
form, or abolish their form of government, 
which was objected to by Judge Edverton, 

Made a report this morning recommendmg the 

adoption of the foliowing as a substitute: 

All political powers inherent in the people and 
all free government is founded on their authority 
and is instituted for their equal protection and 
benefit, and they have the right in lawiul and con- 
stituted methods to alter or reform their torms of 
Government in such manner as they may think 
proper; and the State of Dakota is an inseparable 
part of the American Union, and the Constitution 
of the United States is the supreme law of the 
land.“ | 

The above substitute was noanimousiy 
adopted and this great bone of contention was 
removed. The report of the Committee on 
Name and Boundaries of Seat of Government 
wus adopted today. It provides that the name 
of the State shall be Dakota, and that the sev- 
enth standard shall be the northern boundary 
line east of the Missouri River and the forty- 
s.xth parallel west of the Mussouri. The 
report of the committee, as originaliy 
made, fixed the forty-sxth peraliel as 
boundary line, clear across the proposed State, 
but at the soiicitanon of many members from 
the northern tier of countes the convention 
amended the report as avove indicated.

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THE REV. GALUSHA ANDERSON. 


HE HAS ACCEPTED THE CALL FROM SALEM, 
MASS.—SOME INSIDE FACTS: ABOUT THE 
UNIVERSITY. 

As mentioned in Taz Tatnunm, the Rev. Dr. 
Galusha Anderson received about two weeks 
agoacall from the First Baptist Church of 
Sulem, Mass. He was also the recipient of 
flatiering offers from Kansas, Illinois, and the 


South. Dr. Anderson yesterday dec.dea in 


favor of the East and sent a torinal acceptance 
to the call of the Salem church. 

Dr. Anderson was seen last evening at Ken- 
wood by a TRIBUNE reporter. Tes,“ he said, 
“IT bave accepted the Salem call, and though 
the acceptauce of a pastorate had not figured 
extensively in my plans, I am satisfied that it 
is tor the best. Salem is a pleasant city, the 
church is old and well established, and has a 
membership of almost 300, with a Sunday- 
schoul of about the same size. The church it- 
seif is handsome, the parsonage desirabie, and 
the tion one well worth a man's best 
efforts. Isha remain in Chicago tor about 
ten days, and sbaii n my new duties the 
finst or second Sunday in Ociober.’’ 

Nov that your long connecuon with the 
University of Chicago is severed, will you not 
give me some of the inside facts which account 
tor its present troubies?’’ asked the reporter. 

Dr. Anderson was at first un willing to speak 
on the subject. but finally said: 

When I came here and took charge of the 
university in 1878 I could flud no one outside 
of a very few, 
unless to kick it. Everybody spoke ot the 
.Ong-standing quarrel between Dr. Everts and 
Dr. Burrougus, and gave that as an excuse tor 
not wanting to have anything to do with 
it. When | approached the moneyed men of 
the city they responeed liberaliy, a though 
they were not Baptists. I ra:sed $26,0u0 the 
first year, and 1 suppose during we seven 
yeurs lhad charge of the university from 
$6.0v0 to $8,000 u year for current expenses. 
Such men as N. k. Fairbank, Sidne Kent, 
Joon Crerar, A. A. Munger, and L. Z. Leiter 
were liberal in their contributions, both dt 
first and year by year to meet current 
expenses. But these men saw that the 
Buptists had no interest in the institution, 
and it was difficult for them to see why ouisid- 
ers shouid become largeiy interested when 
those who were by charter responsible evinced 
no special interest in its wellare. I could not 
find a Baptist in Chicago who would give $500 
a peur toward the meet of current 
expenses, although I suppose some oi them 
contributed in proportion to their means. 
These men 1 have mentioned would, | am 
sure, have made munificent donations had 
they been able to see any signs of interest 
among :hose most closely interested. I have 
bad no trouble personally with the trusiees 
of the university; ia this sense I am 
sure that they wished me well. But they bad 
no inverest in the university, and I could never 
say that | bad the support of the trustees ior 
the reuson that they never bestirred 
themseives—simply did nothing and wished 
me good luck in my begying 
expeditions, With the present faculty 
2u0 students, paying full tuition, would pay the 
current expeuses of the university. When I 
cuime here there were about 180; last year there 
were about 195. But among this number there 
were always fifty or sixty beneficiary students, 
in virtue of oid schoiarships, the mouey for 
which had gone to pay oid debts, thus 
leaving the contracts without the considera- 
tion. Then, too, ministers’ sons and dauguters 
always paid Dut hauf rates, and there were a 
ways a number of such scholars. Endowment! 
O zes, I nearly iorgot the enduwment. There 
was an endowment of d whieh drew from 8 
to 10 per cent interest, and the interest went 
to pay up vid debts. Wuy, my first question 
was to usk where we could get some coal. I 
was told that we could not get y—that 
we owed a thousand dollars or coul 
already. and that our credit was not good. 
Weil, the eusiest way out of that was 
to pay the debt, and the first money went 
to pay up the coal bil. After that we got uli 
the coal we wanted, and always paid ior it, 
too. I presume fuily $6,000 of oid indebted- 
ness bas been pad up during those seven 
years. As to its future? I don't 
know, I'm sure. The trustees, aided 
by a committee of fifteen ministers and 
laymen, were in charge of the affuirs of the 
university. and a sub-committee is looking 
for a President. Prof. A. J. Howe is 
practically acting President at present. 
I wish them all success and hope 
their efforts tor the welfare of the uni- 
versity ma; be well rewarded. The condition 
of the university, aside from Its relution wito 
the courts, is plain enougnu. No endowment, 
apitifui lack of interest among the trustees 
and those who should have beeu prompt in 
their support, a scbolarship roif insufticieat for 
its current expenses and old debts, made any 
effort, however persistent and well meant, up- 
bili work.; 

Dr. Anderson's departure will be deeply felt 
in this city. His services as miniater of the 
Gospel, educator, and citizen have had wide- 
spread influence. In Hyde Park, where he hus 
resided, his handsome and hospitable home 
and his pleasant tumi.y will be missed by not 
a small circle of social and religious interests, 
but by the community at large.

UBITUAKY, 


JAMES E. TYLER. 

James E. Tyler, once weil known as a part- 
ner in the banking firm of Tyler, Uliman & 
Co., corner of Lake and Dearborn streets, died 
yesterday morning at his residence, No. 3012 
Prairie avenue. About two seurs ago the de- 
ceased suffered from an acute attack of heart 
and kidney disease, from which be eveniua ly 
rallied. A few weeks ago an abscess in the 
back developed itself, buteMr. Tyler took the 
matter lightly. His wile, however, imp. essed 
with the gravity of his condition, insisted on 
the services of a surgeon. and an operation 
was per.ormed. He was to all appearances 
making a satisfactory recovery. and was regu- 
lariy receiving the medicine prescribed for 
bim. He was last seen aiive at 4 v’clock yes- 
terday morning, when he took his medicine, 
but when the nurse went to wait on him two 
hours later she found him dead. It is believed 
that the shock of the operation, coupled with 
ithe existing cardiac trouble, was the immediate 
cause of deain. 

Mr. Tyler was born at Hillsdale, Columbia 
County, N. T.. March 11, 1811, ana was the son 
of Dr. Platt B. Tyler, a well-known poyeician. 
February, 1828, on the death of his father, he 
commenced for himself the battle of life. Fired 
with the ambidon of making. 4. living for his 
mother he ente ed a villavre store m West 
Stock brid and was there and at 
Canaan, N. T., until he removed to OGineinnati 
in 1829. In spite ot flattering inducements to 
enter the legal profession Mr. Tyler connected 
bimseif with an insurance office, and à ter a 
few years becume partuer, and ultimately owner 
Ot a store in the neighboring Viilawe of Middle 
town. He was unsuccessful in business, but 
was soon appointed agent at Louisviile, Ky., 
for the Cincinnati iosurance office in 
whose servce be had previous been. 
He there combmed banking with bie 
insurance business, and soon accumulated 
considerabie weuith. Visiting Chicago in 1861 
he became so impressed witb lis enterprise and 
importance that the toilowmg year ue estub- 
lished a banking bouse at the corner of Bake 
and Dearborn streets, with which he was con- 
nected until the firm was dissolved some yeurs 
ago. Mr. Tyler wus deeply interested in the 
welfare of the Chicago University, and was 
one of the :argest contributors to the building 
of the First Baptist Church, and the Bapt st 
Theologipal Seminary. The funeral services 
will be held from the First Baptist Church at 
4 o clock this a: ternoon.

THE THREE W’S CONSPIRACY. 
The more that the colossal swindle of 


plicated and confused it becomes; but at the 
same time day by day new light is shed upon 
the nest of rascals who were using Ward to 
rob Grant of his $150,000 and the bank de- 
positors of hundreds of thousands more. 
Ward himself is getting tired of his de- 
tention,” for he has not yet been imprisoned 
or punished. His patience is wearing out, and 
little by little he is telling what he knows, 
and what he has told shows that there are 
two more W’s back of him—Warner and his 
brother-in-law, James H. Work.

One of the last acts of Gen. Grant’s busi- 
ness career—and it was the act that broke 
his heart and hastened his deafh—was to 
borrow $150.000 at Ward’s instigation to save 
the firm. It did not save it, and the conspir- 
ators knew it could not. ‘The money was 
hardly in Ward’s hands before the crash 
came, and was not long there before Warner 
had got half of it away from Ward. Not 
content with this, they compelled him by 
promises and menaces to settle up his obliga- 
tions to them, which were worthless, by 
transferring property over to Warner, though 
Warner hid already cleared a million of dol- 
lars by his fraudulent transactions. They 
went further than this, and induced Ward to 
give up to them his memoranda of transac- 
tions with the parties who had been fiying 
balloons with him and drawing colossal divi- 
dends where there was no corresponding 
basis of ,investment. These memoranda 
would be bad evidence when things came to 
be investigated, and Warner thought they 
would be less damaging if out of Ward’s 
hands. But this was a kind of evidence 
which could not be suppressed. The New 
York Sun recites the developments from this 
point thus: 

We bave seen Work and Warner operating 
upon the defenseless Ward, and the next im- 
portant event that occurs is the appointment 
of Julien T. Davies as receiver of Grant & 
Ward. Davies, McNamee & Work, a law firm 
doing business on the same premises with 
Grant & Ward; Warner, a brother-in-law of 
Work, and doing business in the law firm’s 
office; Warner, the assignee of Ward; Mo- 
Namee, the assignee of the younger Grant— 
was ever seen such a mystifying complication? 

All these people, with others yet unknown, 
were operating on Ward's operations through 
Warner. For them and fur himself that abie 
young vulture was exacting 20 per cent a month 
from Grant & Ward. He was never absent from 
his post, and Ward swears that he repeatedly 
besougut him to abate his demands for interest, 
only to be told that if the 20 per cent were not 
forthcoming he would require the principal. 
Warner drained Ward to the last moment, and 
then he and his associates became assignees 
and receivers of the whole business. What re- 
ceivers! What assignees! 

Well may the Sun exclaim ‘‘ What re 
ceivers!” and wonder if the two W’s, War- 
ner and Work, have been so wary as to cover 
up their tracks sufficiently to avoid being ac- 
cessories in this huge steal with the third W. 
Whether this be so or not—and few people 
will doubt that all three W’s ought to be in 
the penitentiary—there should be force and 
authority enough in law to make the gang 
disgorge their ill-gotten gains and rip this 
complicated web of rascality from one end to 
the other. The despair of the situation lies 
in the wealth that confronts and menaces 
justice and puts premiums on rascality. It is 
a peculiarly fortunate time for rich scoun- 
drels. Buddensiek, the New York mud 
builder, is an instance in point. Among the 
multitudinous rulings of the court his coun- 
sel has discovered one to Which an exception 
can be taken on a pure technicality of the 
most ridiculous description--namely: be- 
cause brick with good mortar sticking to it 
was exhibited to the jury in comparison with 
Buddensiek’s mud mortar, and no evidence 
was offered to show that the mortar 
was good, and hence the jury were incompe- 
tent to judge of its quality! Upon such a 
flimsy technicality as this Buddensiek gets 
another trial, and will of course escape the 
penitentiary in the end. If such a paltry 
plea as this could save one rich scoundrel, 
what hope is there of punishing any of the 
three W’s ? If the attempt were made their 
case would be filled with bricks and mortar 
the texture of which would defy both Judge 
and jury. Buddensiek’s,one technicality 
would make a poor showing by the side of 
the complication of technicalities that would 
be discovered by legal microscopes with the 
wealth of the three W’s urging them on. Had 
Buddensiek, Ward, and Warner been poor 
scoundrels they would have been in the pen- 
itentiary long ago. 


PROPOSED HIGH LICENSE IN NEW 
: YORK. 

For some time past two organizations in 
New York-—the Church Temperance Society 
and the Society for the Prevention of Crime 
—have been engaged in formulating a new 
excise act to take the place of the law of 
1857. which, it is stated, is now so weighed 
down with amendments as to be nearly un- 
intelligible. They have finally agreed upon 
a bill which fs to be presented the opening 
day ot the next. Legislature. 

In its general character the new bill com- 
bines the principle of a high-license tax 
with local option, and so far the fram- 
ers are traveling in the right direction. 
Several of its minor provisions are excellent, 
and among these are the following: The dis- 
qualification of convicts from holding 
licenses; the disqualification of prem- 
ises for one year on conviction or 
revocation of license; the publication 
of mame and address of applicant at 
least one week before a license is granted; 
the prohibition of the sale of liquor to 
minors under penalty of revocation of 
license; the prohibition of the sale of liquor 
on board excursion boats, in tenement-houses, 

and in concert-halls; the requiring of 


ses open to view; and the clause that n 
provision of this bill shall infringe upon or 
affect the Civil-Damage act or the Local- 
Option law.” In these respects the bill is a 
fair one—so fair, indeed, that we doubt 
whether any decent saloonkeeper will object 
to it. 

The defect in the bill lies in its principal 
clause, and it is radical enough, should the 
bill become a law, to defeat its purpose. This 
clause provides the rates of tax, which are 
as follows: The lowest license fee for selling 
distilled liquors is fixed at $1,000 in New 
York and Brooklyn and $500 in other cities,

and beer at $500 and $250 respectively; and

WHOIS WAVING THE BLOODY SHIRT? 

The entire Bourbon press has joined in an 
outery against Senator Sherman for waving 
the bloody shirt because that gentleman in 
the course of his speeches in Ohio has con- 
tended fora fair vote and free count in the 
South and protested against the inequality of 
representation in Congress and the Electoral 
College which gives Southern States the 
same number of members as Northern, though 
the vote of the latter may be from 30 to 50 
per cent larger than that of the former. The 
issue which Senator Sherman has made has 
nothing to do with the War. It is merely a 
claim for honest suffrage. It is an issue not 
of twenty years ago, but of today. It has 
nothing to do with the bloody shirt. 

The South is waving the bloody shirt. The 
only election of importance in the South 
this fall is that in Virginia, and the manner 
in which the Bourbons are conducting the 
campaign shows the use to which the bloody 
shirt is put in that State.

The 
horses, by the way, were given to him in 
Richmond by Lee’s admirers, with instruc- 
tions to proceed on the journey which must 
arouse the Confederate patriotism of every 
true Virginian.” It is related that the first 
day he rode twenty miles across the country 
and that he was received with great feel- 
ing.“ It is said in another dispatch from that 
section that the small-fry Bourbon stump- 
speakers are drawing pictures at white heat 
of Gen. Robert E. Lee and his followers and 
painting the gory battle-fields of Virginia 
blood- red.“ So effectually has this been done 
that Mr. Wise, the Republican candidate for 
Governor, has refrained from speaking at 
several places because his life has been open- 
ly threatened if he appear there, and this 
the Bourbons call making satisfactory prog- 
ress in the campaign.” 

The Bourbons of Virginia have determined 
that the Republican vote shall not be cast in 
sufficient strength to endanger Lee’s success. 
They have secured control of the ballot-box 
by putting the management of the elections 
into the hands of a Bourbon commission in- 
stead of allowing them to remain where they 
have always been—under the control of local 
officials—and they are running the campaign 
exclusively upon the issues of the War and 
are making their capital by inciting the whites 
against the biacks and again arousing their 
old hatred of the North. 

And yet Democrats have the hardihood to 
accuse Senator Sherman of waving the bloody 
shirt because he appeals for honest suffrage 
in the Southern States and of inflaming sec- 
tional feeling because he protests against the 
suppression of Republican votes in the South! 


A LETTER on Indian wheat raising was 
copied from the St. Paul Press into Tus 
TRIBUNE of yesterday. It contains a great 
deal of information and much food for 
thought; but some of its statements should 
not pass unquestioned, as they were evident- 
ly written without a knowledge of recent 
conditions in the trade.

Nevertheless it is true that a few days ago 
Chicago No. 2 spring wheat was sold to 
Liverpool at about 90 cents, including cost 


here, freight, and insurance. This is 30 


cents less than the cost of production 
and transportation as estimated by the 
writer of the article, and seven cents less 
than the price quoted for Indian wheat in 
London. The figures we have named may 
be claimed to be ruinous to the American 
farmer, but they are within a very small 
distance of the price at which he has 
sold large quantities of his wheat in this 
market. The point which has not been taken 
into the account in the calculation is the very 
low freight rates at which wheat has been 
recently taken from the West to European 
ports. It has been carried from Chicago to 
New York at about 5 cents per bushel, and 
that within the week, while the rate across 
the ocean is also down very low—to about 
ballast figures, Freight from here to 
Liyerpool has been openly quoted ‘at 
21 cents per hundred pounds, and said to 
be procurable for even less. At 90 cents that 
would allow rot far from five-eighths of a 
dollar per bushel to the Western farmer, and 
it is claimed by those who have investigated 
the subject that he can raise wheat at that 
price without loss, though of course it will 
not yield him a magnificent profit. The prob- 
ability is that at present the Indian

From present appearances the total 
population of the State is about 1,940,000, as 
against 1,783,035 in 1883, 1,651,912 in 1875, 
1,457,351 in 1870, and 1,267,030 in 18665. The 
gain in five years bas thus been about 157,000, 
as compared with 131,173 in the five years next 
preceding, 194,561 from 1870 to 1875, and 190,321 
from 1865 to 1870. The decline of population 
in the back country and its increase in the cit- 
ies are no less noticeabie than in previous cen- 
suses. Returns which have aiready been pub- 
lished for 172 towns and cities make the fol- 
lowing aggregate showing as compared with 
1880: In 101 towns and one city, whose limits 
remain unchanged, there has been a loss of 
8,858 native inhabitants, and in fifty-eight 
towns and twelve cities there has been a gain 
of 50,698, all foreigners, the net gain in the 
whole 172 municipalities, or two less than one- 
half of all in the State, being 41,835. Boston 
is not included.

names. It was originally played in France 
many years ago as The Demon,“ and later in 
its career bobbed up now as The Crimes of 
Paris,“ and again as The Crimes of London.“ 
While possessing no such strong element of 
human interest as The Silver King” and other 
Englisb melodranias of the same class, it is full 
of rapid, exciting action, and in the sensational 
sit uauons that crowd upon one apothber’s heels 
one recognizes materials that have since been 
‘incorporated in many of the successful plays 
of the last ten years. Following is a sketchy 
outline of the piece as it appears under the 
new name: 

In a French flower-market, which is discoy- 
ered in the first act, che spectator is made ac- 
quainted with the two contending forces of 
good and evil, the one represented by Pepin 
Cardel, a detective, and the other by Maurice 
Nicole, alias the Demon, alias the Marquis. 
Pierre Pelport, a banker, as robbed Angele 
Martel, wife of a sentenced communist, of a 
large fortune, which it is the detective’s aim 
to restore to her. The latter is thwarted by 
by the Demon, who, in the disguise of a mar- 
quis, wooes and wins Angele, who believes her 
husband dead. The villain at the same time 
gets possession of the bond which entitles 
bim as the second husband of Angele to the 
fortune. 

In the second act there is a strong tableau 
where Maurice Nicole on leaving the church 
with his bride is confronted by La Grande 
Helene, a griset whom he bas deserted, and 
who takes no small part in the subsequent de- 
velopment of the plot. The female society of 
the piece is, by the way, mostly composed of 
free and easy women of the pavement. The 
second curtain falis upon the discovery by 
Jules Martel, the returned convict, of his littie 
son, of whom he takes possession, while, for 
some reason that the story does not maxe clear, 
he leaves his wife in the arms Of the villain at 
the church door. 

In the third act the child Jacques is kidnaped 
by a picturesque hunchback and carried to a 
den of thieves very like the one pictured in 
** The Silver King.’’ The father tries to rescue 
him and is captured, and at the critical mo- 
ment the detective shows up and delivers the 
little one from danger. Pepin Cardel's expedi- 
ent here is exactly similar to Hawkshaw’s in 
the most effective scene of Tom Taylor’s 
„ Ticket-ot-Leave Man.“

Dame in the distance, though why Notre Dame 
should be so gorgeously illuminated it is hard 
to tell.

One of the gang throws the boy—a very delii-

At the last moment, like a Chicago 
policeman who always appears when a row is 
over, Pepin Cardel reaches the bridge, takes 
in the situation at a glance, and rescues the 
drowning boy. : 

The remainder of the story may be imagined. 
Jules Martel, the much-suffering convict, is 
focused of the murder of the banker; but the 
real criminal, who is the Demon, otherwise the 
Marquis, is hunted down by Pepin Cardei, who 
assumes various startling disruises and is at 
last triumphant. The conclusion is swift, 
where horrors on borrors’ heels accumulate. 
The villain in a knife fight disables Jules Mar- 
tel, and then knocks out” bis old enemy, the 
detective, but just as be is about to escape is 
shot dead by the vindictive griset whose iove 
he had scorned. The curtain of the sixth and 
last act falls upon this impressive tableau. 

It win be seen that in quality this melodrama 
is not of higu order, but one can readily un- 
derstand the iong lease of life it has enjoyed 
from contemplating its wealth of incident and 
its strong, ve, dramatic action.

NOT ATTEND THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS.

Rey. Father James McCaffrey of St. Patrick 

Catholic Church in this city created a sensa- 


tion yesterday morning by announcing from 
the pulpit that the Catholic children of his 
parish who attend the public schools will here- 
after be barred from the celebration of the 
boly communion. * What I mean 18,“ said the 
priest when questioned, that we have no time 
to prepare children who attend public 
schools for their first communion. 
We have a large school here and 
all the teachers necessary. We can 
teach every child that is brought to us, and no 
one can get away onthe plea of poverty, for 
we will teach them free. They must be taught 
in the parish schools if they are to become 
They are in nO way prepared to re- 


Now we don’t propose to permit our children 
to attend the public schools and then come 
here and get a special preparation for their 
first communion. The children who go to pub- 
lic schools are not fit to receive their first com- 
munion. They Save received no religious 
training at all. and what I say now is that they 
shall not be given their first communion in 
this church.“ : 

Vicar-General Brady has been appealed to, 
and seems to side with Father McCaffrey. 
Father Joyce, a leading priest, says: We are 
domg all that we can to prevent our children 
from going to the public schools. This evil is 
great. There is a large Dumber of cnildreo in 
St.. Patrick’s parish who go to the public 
schools. There is a large number in every 
parish in St. Louls. The evil is not confined to 
St. Louis. It is in every large city of the coun- 
try. The Catholic clergy must do everything 
they van to overcome it. We must educate 
our own children. They are educated in the 
public schools merely as an animal would be 
educaied. Their souls are not attended to.:

JUDGMENTS AGAINST VANDERBILT. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 21.—|Special.|—In 
the Common Pleas Court today judgments 
were rendered against the w York, Chicago 
& St. Louis Railroad in favor of H. B. Hollis & 
Co. oi New York itor $1,841,042 and $257,416 
respectively, and in tavor of the Lake Shore 
for $373,606. These notes are all signed by W. 
K. Vanderbilt, President, and F. W. Vander- 
llt. Treasurer, of the New York, Chicago & 
St. Louis Railroad Company, and bear :n.erest 
at6per cent. The promissory noes upon 
wuich the judgments were confessed were 
given Deo. 1, 1884; March 24, 1685; and Sept. 
2, 1885 respectively. Io the suit entered some 
time ago dy the Union Trust Company of 
New York and C. A. O0. Mctileilan, 
trustees, against the railroad Company 
asking for tue foreclusure of mort- 
gages amounting to about $25,000,000 an 
important answer and cross-petition were filed 
by Judge Ranney. He claims that the manner 
in which the company was organized 
in Obio—that is, by the consolidation of 
the compantes which were formed in New York, 
Penusyivau a, Onio, Indiana, aud lilinois—is 
jiewal, and that the road has no legal exist- 
ence, The mortgages, therefore, wh.ch were 
given to secure bonds issued b this consoli- 
duted compan, are alleged to be absolutely null 
ang void. The reason why the company was 
jnegally organized, as given by Judge Ranney, 
is that under the laws of Ohio no ralroud 
company within this State can consolidate 
with companies of other States not baving 
roads adjoining Ohio. The court is asked to 
declare tne mortgages given by the cupsoll- 
dated company to secure the construction, 
equipment, and operating bonds void, and to 
buve the receiver sel the property anc divide 
the proceeds pro rata upon such actual indebi- 
edness as the court sbaii find to exist. 


THE RAILWAY ENGINES OF THE UNITED 
. STATES. 


It is not generally known that the export of 
railway locomotives alone is now large and 
nearly 83. 000. 000 n value yearty, and also that 
these instruments of power, truffic, and tra 
portation are doing someihiyg to honor 
Ame ican name in countries rarely visited by 
an Amer can steam vesse. During the fiscal 
sear ending Juve 30, 1884, 282 locomotive en- 
gines were exported from the Unite States to 
toren countries, valued in the manitlests at 
$2,819,946, or nearly $10,000 eaco. Ot car- 
wheeis the number sent was 14,335, vaiue 
$185,133, and of stationary engines 135, value 
$171,000. It would be saie to assume the rail- 
way motor material exported to be $3,000,000 
in all, avery creditabie aggregate, and just 
double the like export of 1881-82, when 133 
locomotives were sent out, valued at 81 455,- 
717. These locomotive exports for 1883-84 were 
to the iollowing countries:

This distribution is so w de and so well ma n- 
tained for a series of years that there must be 
a definit cause to be found, and it is provabiy 
due to the one cause of superior quality. lo 
tbe previous three fiscal’ years the exports were 
99 in 1881, 133 in 1882. and 219 in 1883, each end- 
ing June 80 of the year named. 

It is shown by the export statistics of the 
last ten flscal years that the locomotives sent 
from the United States to South America were 
430 in number, vaived at $4 541. 165 203 of these 
going to Brazil, eighty-four to Colombia, sev- 
enty-two to be Arveniine Repubiic, thirty- 
seven to Peru, and thirty-one to Chili. Canada 
and British Columbia tave taken 208, valued at 
$1.908,129;. Mexico 167, value $1,808.60; Aus- 
traiia 115, valued at $1,079,170; Cuba eighty- 
eight, value $772,911; Kussia flity-eigbt. value 
$778,500; Central America twenty-two, $108,- 
022; Turkey twelve. $182,000; Spain nine, Eu- 
giand eight, and France one, these last coun- 
tries being less advanced nm the science vf 
transpo: tution by rail inan the countries using 
American engines, presumably. 

It is aitowether a remarkable record. Hav- 
ing sought the expianation with some care, 
lum ade to indicate some points of prota- 
ble importance. First, the American locomo- 
tive is built with a different position for 
the driving sbafts communicating the power 
to the le, the American being external 
and the Euglish internal, or between the wheeis. 
The valve-taces open interna.ly in a narrow 
space, d.fficult of access, in the Engiish engine. 
In the American they open externaily, and are 
readily acoessible for refacing and repairs of 
the worn cylinder, while to reach the English 
vuive-faces the machinery must be taken 
upart almost entire.y, involving much delay. 
Aud because of this costly delay the engines 
are run uotil they are much worn, and steam 
is wasied as weil as other risks incur ved. 

The Eng:ish ela m greater steadiness for the 
runumg of these interior connéctions, but the 
ax.e is a difficult piece to make, and it often 
breaks. Severe accidents, witn loss of iife, 


hu ve recently occurred from a broken axle of’ 


tuis sort. Attempts have been made in En- 
gland .oward the use of the American device, 
but they were not pers sted in. But the tree 
choice of Australia bas taken 115 of our en- 
gines on test of tacir working efficiency, Brazil 
over 200, the States of the Kiver Plate seventy- 
five, and thirty other countr:es more or less 
each, “al for the same reason—that they prove 
more efficient in actual work.—radsireet.

GAS FUL. 

THE SOURCES AND EXTENT OF THE NATUR- 
AL-GAS SUPPLY—WILL IT BE PERMA- 
NENT? 

This is a vital question with the entire 
Western coal and iron districts, and especially 
witb the country now adaptimg all its indus- 
tries, as well as all its domest o requirements. 
to the use o/ gas as fuel. The western slope of 
the Aileghenies is the great natural gas field, 
but in addition to the coai formations proper a 
vast area of shale and of limestone and salt- 
yielding formations is found to y:eld abuadant- 
ly che natural gas, as the product apparently 
of chemical action constantiy going on. Near- 
ly all the land surface of Central and Western 
New York is at least interruotedly, if not con- 
nectedly, charged with vaiuabie deposits of gas- 


generating strata. It appears that the late geo- 
logical formations are ali permeated by h do- 


‘cardon compounds in some form, and that the 


presence of the gaseous forms is the resuit of 
continuous cbew)cal action or of the decom po- 
sition of other mineral torms. and therefore is 
now as free in its yieid ot gas as at any time 
since the existence of gas springs or we.ls was 
known. 

Now that four-fifths of the iron and steel 
works of Pittsburg bave prepareu for the ex- 
clusive use of gas as their reliance for tuel, it 
is a business necessity to reduce this scicntific 
question to the most practical form. All the 
cities and large towns of the coal and 
oil regions west of the . Aileghen.es, or 
north of them, as may be more appropri- 
ately said in reierence to Western New York, 
are prevaring lor gaz as fuel as wel, as for 
purposes of iliumination. The plant of piping 
already laid down is not uniike that of the 
earlier pipe lines for the transit of oii, and it is 
provabie that the P.ttsvurg region may send a 
gus-p pe line quite to the seaDoard. Such aliue 
ws alreudy projecied, but it would be a serious 
business disappointment if the prolific gas- 
weils of Butter County should in u yeur or two 
run dry. 


Geological searches have been ordered into 


the probabiiitics ot gas supply tbrougbout the 
western counties of 'Penosy:vania, and some 
partial repo t has been made indicating a 
velief in the permanence of some degree 
or undefined measure of supply, but 
not on the point of continued and unfailing 
fuliness. This<s, however, ne central ques- 
tion in the case: Can these wells be piped and 
tubed as fr as the gas may be made to flow 
without the risk of earl, exhaustion? 

In answer tu this question it may safely be 
assumed that petroleum formations will 
yieid gas even toner than they will oii. The 
struta permeated by the oil will yield more gas, 
rather thau less, by the drain wü ou perwits 
some air to ener the cavities, or rather per- 
mits the evolution of hydrogen irom the water 
present with me oil, Any movement of 
these reiained fluids brings new suriaces 
in contact to work the oxjgeuation 
and bh) drorwenation of the carbon 
of the oi'-beuring strata. And, as all the shales 
are carboniierous, if not oil-beuring, these 
shales yield gas when they do not yield vil. 
Such is the case in many parts of Western New 
York and Canada, as weil as in Ohio, although 
there are few of the deep shaies west of the 
New York line. 

The dest scientific view of the case, avoiding 
scientific technicaiities, is that this cus is con- 
tinuousiy iorwed by the common presence ot 
the bydro-carbon o:ls and water, and this witb- 
out nmit of quantity or prospective exnhuus- 
tion. The whole body of these curboniier- 
dus strata abounds in free oiis and in 
bydro-carbons, which constantiy change 
their forms by further hydrogenation or 
oxygenation, or boch. The dense Il quid 
form becomes thinner, ana it expuseu 
to the air it changes rapidly to the volatile or 
gaseous hydro-ca:ibon. It this change goes on 
in the presence of water the resulting gas is 
carvonic ox de. wh en is the dest form ior i u- 
mination. And the change to this torm is in- 
creasingiy favored by she boring and extract- 
ing of petroleum. It is in part generated wuen 
the pressure on the subterravean oii is re- 
lieved when a great new gusuer is struck 
in boring. 

The general conclusion is in favor of perma- 
nence in the productive capacity of the was 
even more than the ol. It is probable that at- 
mospueric air would be deprived of its nitro- 
gen and would acquire bydrogen and ca bon 
by contatt with these formations beneath the 
surface couid this contact be bruugnt about. 
The force wih which the outgomę yas is 
thrown indicates constant accrevune of like 
mutter. There would be more was it there was 
room for more.

New York, Sept. 20.—Charies Gustav Bium, 

a son of the Secretary of the Royal Agricult- 

ural Department of Sweden, was born in 

Stockholm in 1857. At the age of 17 he be-

emy, Stockhoim.

He finally resigned irom the 
service.

GETTING READY TO APPLY THE SPECIAL-DE- 
LIVERY SYSTEM—AN INQUIRY. 
Postmaster Judd received yesterday and 


turned over to Superintendent-of-Carriers Doa- 


ovan all the books and stationery to be used in 
th» special-delivery service, which is to go into 
operation Oo. 1. It consists of record-books 
for the vffice, rece. pt-bovks to be carried by 
the boys when they deliver the iotters, and in 
which a receipt must be written by every per 
son who receives such a letter. The details of 
the system have been full, explained. In the 
published ruies sent out by the department at 
Wasnington several things are apparently 
wanting to make it complete. First, no zu- 
structions have been given as to office 
Management, The boys must have some 
one tu super uteud them direetiy 
who must answer to the Superintendent of 
Carriers for their general conduct, and the in- 
structions do not provide fur the payment of a 
suiury to any such person or suegest the ne- 
cessity fur such an officer. The fact that there 
is at present no room availavie tor the uses of 
the system ia of course trifling, as the Superin- 
tendent of Construction is about to make such 
changes as w ll create un increuse of available 
spuce. For the first lew weeks the force will 
be operated from the r, ery depa t- 
ment. About 100 boys who have applied for 
situations in the service have i.een no. iued to 
appear today tor examination, and i is proba- 
bie about halt of them will get paces. Fiity 
at least will be required to start the service, 
and about 350 vave auplied. A certa.n portion 
of the force will work during the day and 
anowerat night.

The 
receiver is empowered to carry on the busiffess of 
the company, represent it in the Wilmingtan Coal 
Association, dispose of such of its personal prop- 
erty as is not needed in its niining operations, and 
make such purchases as may be necessary from 
time to time to carry on business. 


A HOARY-HEADED CASE--AN E PLE OF 
THE LAW’S DELAYS. 


One of the most flagrant instances of he law’s 
delays to be found anywhere in the Chicago courts 
is shown in the case of George M. Sloan against 
the Pennsylvania Company. This was a suit to re- 
cover $10,000 for personal injuries. July 5, 1872, 
Sloan with a friend, in response to a flagman's 


Wayne tracks at Eighteenth street. The 

down of a freight train stopped them, and tne 

whistie of tne locomotive very near made the horse 

restive. Sloan attempted to jump out, but 

was thrown out and broke his right wrist. 

About two years after he began a suit 

for damages against the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & 

Chicago Railroad Com y, and in April, 1876, re- 

covered a verdict for $3, This was set aside 

by the Judge and a new trial granted, which re- 

suited in a verdict for $4,000 Nov. 17. 1876. Then 

it was discovered thatthe Fort Wayne Company 

was defunct, and that the suit should have been 

against the Pennsylvania Company. There had 

been much legal quibbling before this on demur- 

rers to pleas, replications, and rejoinders, and, 

when the case came to trial forthe third time, in 

March, 1877, the plaintiff obtained leave to amend 

his declaration, A third trial was then bad in Sep- 
tember following, and Sloan again recovered a 
verdict for $3,000. By this time the Judge 

became convinced that substantial justice had been 

done, and he overruled the motion tor another 
trial. An appeal was taken to the Appellate Court, 

where the judgment was first affirmed, and then 
reversed on rehearing and sent back for anew 
trial. After a two years’ period of somnolence the 
case was redocketed in the Circuit Court and 
placed on the trial calendar. A second season of 
slumber followed, in which nobody appeared anx- 

ious te act, until the case was called for trial yes- 

terday before Judge Hawes. Neither party asked 
for a continuance and the trial was begun. The 
case was originally against the Fort Wayne Road, 
but this had gone out of business before the acci- 
dent occurred, its line having been leased fora long 
term to the Pennsylvania Company. More than 
two years having elapsed after the accident before 
this was discovered, no suit could be then brought 
against the Pennsylvania Company, and Sloan 
must now show that bis service of process on the 
Fort Wayre officials was a service on the Pennsy!- 
vania Company’s people. To do this he summoned 
Mr. F. 8. Winston and another officer of the de- 

fendant to show that fact, thus proving his case by 
his enemy. 

Sloun was formerly a lawyer, but is now a Social- 
ist, and hopes out of his case to evolve a text for 
a sermon on the injustice of corporations, the duty 
of the Government to buy the railroads, etc. 


“MR. AMBLER BIRES ANOTHER SHOT AT HIS 


OLD ENEMY. 


About three months ago Augustin I. Ambler of 
Washington, D. C., filed a bill against his former 
partners, Rodney M. Whipple and Thomas S. Dick- 
erson, charging that prior to 1874 he was in the gas 
business with them in Washington; that they con- 
spired together and cheated him out of all his 
patents and his interest in the business, but that 
in November, 1874, he obtained a decree against 
them for over half a million dollars. This has 
never been paid, and Ambler asked for another 
accounting of the amount due at the time he filed 
the bill. Yesterday an amended bill was 
filled in which Ambler says Whipple 
went into bankruptcy Nov. 23, 1875, 
owing $629,892, with $500,000 nominal assets. 
It is further charged that Whipple and Dickerson 
have since the decree of 1874 fraudulently sold the 
trust and firm property, and converted the re- 
ceipts, but that Whipple is now bankrupt and in- 
solvent in fact and very truth, though the same

A FIRM OF EXPRESSMEN IN TROUBLE.

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Construction of an Immense Irrigating 
Canal, Over Seventy-five Miles 


in Length. 


Mercep, Cal, Sept. 10.—[Correspondence 
San Francisco Bulletin.|—Paramount above 
all other considerations, and most especially 
throughout San Joaquin Valley, isthe subject 
of irrigation; or how to catch, and control, and 
distribute the vast volumes of water which 
uninterruptedly pour from the snuw-capped 
Sierras, so that every man who owns a piece 
of land may secure a proper share. The San 
Joaquin Valley has been termed by many writ- 
ers the Lombardy of California. So it-is, and 
the Sierra Nevatas are its Alps. There is a 
similarity of scenery, climate, soil. The 
mountains and the rivers of the two sections 
are not unlike each other. Lombardy slopes 
from the mountains to the River Po; the San 
Joaquin Valley trends similarly. The Alpe 
overlook their picturesque plains from bights 
bes from 4,000 to 8,000 feet; the Sierras rise as 

ajestically over the vaster domain at their 
4 The Po and its tributaries, in conjunc 


tion with some five or six lakes, feed 
the thousands of miles of irrigating 
Canals which spread over Lombardy 
and make it one of the richest and 


most flourishing sections of country in the 
world, supporting more than 3. 000, 000 of peo- 


ple, or nearly 600 to the square mile, and pro- | 


ducing annually 40,000,000 galions of wine, 
3,000,000 busbeis of wheat, 6,006,000 pounds of 
rice, and 60,000,000 pounds of cheese: having 
exported as much as $14,000,000 worth of silk 
in a single year; and having had within its 
limits a few years ago 500,000 cattle, 75,000 
horses, 15,000 mules, 100,000 sheep, and about 
the same number of hogs. Ali this magnifi- 
cent production from a 
Northern Italy is due to the systematic 
irrigation of what without such means 
would have remained a partially arid domain, 
alike uninviting to man and bvast the year 
round. It is only a matter of time, however, 
when the same glowing picture may be paint- 
ed of the San Joaquin Valley. 

The facilities for spreading a network of ar- 
tificial streams over the gentie-sloping area— 
about eight feet to the mile—are everywhere 
delineated; while the flow of natural running 
water from the Sierras, if properly taken and 
controlied could be made to baptize every acre 
of valley lying between Mount Diablo and Te- 
hachepi Pass, and make the whole section to 
ae as the rose. 

| MERCED AND PIEDMONT COMPARED. 

‘Merced County lies in the shadow of a part 
“of the Sierra, and contains 1,250,000 acres of 
land. Piedmont, which is an extension of 
Lombardy, is overlooked by the Alps, and con- 
tains 1,300,000 acres. The climate and atmos- 
pheric ‘conditions of the two countries are sim- 
lar. The natural opportunities for artificial 
irrigation are much the same. There are 
less than 100 miles of canals and ditches in 
Meroed, and only a few of its inhabitants en- 
joy perfected privileges of irrigation. Pied- 
mont has 4,000 miles of canals and ditches, and 
there are few farms only that cannot bave a 
copious supply of water, the amount required 
being 8,000 gallons per second, at a cost to the 
farmers of $3,000,000 per annum. Merced has 
a.population of 8.000, while Piedmont, with 

000 acres more that Merced, contains a 
population of 2,600,000. 
THE POSSIBILITIES OF MERCED. 

There is a man living in Merced named

COMMENCING THE WORK. 

Mr. Huffman seemed to fully understand the 
laconic instructaons of Mr. Crocker and at once 
returned to his land of promise.” The first 
| day, of. March, 1883, work was commenced 
upon the main ditch, which, with its branches, 
has already assumed proportions of vastness. 
Last week, by invitation of J. V. Drake, the 
superintendent of the work, I took a drive by 
the quickest roads up to the headwaters 
Oo the canal and returned by way of 
the canal. I learned from Mr. Drake that 
operations had been kept up almost oontin u- 


tween 300 and 500 men and half as many ani- 
mais had been almost constantly kept at work; 
that the canal taps the Merced River at a point 
a short distance above where water for the 
Farmers’ Canal was taken out, at a curve in an 
abrupt bluff along the first terrace of foothills, 
in tme northeastern part of the county, and 
meanders in a southwesterly direction; that 
the whole length of the canal and its branches, 
when completed, win be. upward of 
seventy-five: miles, and that it will at 
least carry water enough to irrigate 
nearly 300,000 acres of land in Merced 
County and quite 75,000 acres in Fresno, much 
of which is of very little account without 
water; that the main canal for a distance of 
eight miles is carries well up on enough eleva~ 
tion to give it the fail required, and that it is 
100 feet wide at the top, seventy feet at the 
bottom, and carrid ten feet of water, or 3,400 
cubic feet per second; that, at a point six 
miles below the river, the canal passes 
through a tunnel under a hillock of 
solid rock 1,600 feet in length, or, with 
its approaches, 4,400 feet; that the general 
grade of the canal is one foot to the mile, ex- 
cept through the tunnel and its approaches, 
which is some ten feet to tne mile: 
as a general thing, the canal is thirty feet 
wider at the top than at the bottom, 
thus sloping the sides at such angles as to 
prevent cave or wash; that no projections 
have been left any where along the slop- 
ing of the embankment to obstruct the flow 
of water or mar the symmetry of construc- 
tion; and that there is a splendid mac 
adamized road, twelve feet in width, upon 
the upper side of the canal, made from the 
earth and gravel taken out, except where the 


water passes through the tunnel, which is a ro- 
mantic drive through the bowels of the arth. 
I drove down upon this road to where re is 


being constructed a huge dam or reservoir, 
eight miles from the head-gate at the river. 
Here were hundreds of men at work with plows, 
and scrapers, and drilis for a ge of several 
miles in different directions, and camps upon 
every side.

The Town of Merced, 
too, will be directly benefited in time, as it is 
the intention of the owners of the canal, if met 
in a public-spirited way by the property-holders 
of said town, to lay off a reservoirof 400 acres, 
atapoint about seven miles northeast from 
Merced. This reservoir will have a depth of 
thirty feet and will have an elevation above 
the town it is intended to supply of ninety 
feet, and connect with it by means of a foot 
pipe, which will be large enough for all pur- 
poses for many years. This branch has reached 
the above point and is being pushed rapidly 
towards its terminus at the Chowchilla River. 


THE WORK ALREADY DONE. 

There has already been 1 over 8700, - 
000 on this vast undertaking, and it is under- 
stood that it will require at least $300,000 more 
and a year’s time to complete it fully.
